Gaites. Carrying 67 people, The Enchantress 
Company has been touring the Pacific Coast for 
the past two months, attracting erratic gross 
but managing to survive the con- 
ditions until attorneys for Mme. Fred DeGresac, 
author of the piece, attacht the show. It is 
chimed, by the company manager, that royalty 
money had been sent to the Gaites’ offices in 
New York, and it was a tolt out of the sky for 
the company to be attacht. The attachment 
came after Miss Gordon agreed to sacrifice her 
weekly salary in order to have the chorus 
demands met, so that the company would be 
able to play its final week at Denver, November 
10. Miss Gordon, it is said, has $6,000 due 
her from the Gaites management. 

The unsettled state of affairs, with the 
principals not receiving their salaries for two 
weeks, much dissension and Miss Gordon 
Was accused of receiving her salary every week 
by some of the principals. With 
fulness for the chorus entirely 
principals and with an 
royalties, when she knew royalty money had 
been sent to the Gaites’ offices, Miss Gordon 
succumbed under the strain and is now suffering 
from a complete nervous and fysical breakdown.

Miss Gordon wanted to close in 
San Francisco when her salary was not forth- 


coming before the, Saturday matinee, but she 
continued the tour to help the chorus. In a 
statement given out to the local newspapers 


tonight, Miss Gordon said the only person who 
escaped a loss at the hands of Gaites’ manage- 
ment on this tour, was her press agent, Walter 
S. Duggan. The prima donna protected her 
press agent when conditions started to go bad. 
Plans were made tonight to hurry Miss Gordon 
to New York Sunday. She will rest a week 
or more and then accept William C. Lykens’ 
offer which came to open in vaudevil in Chicago 
week of Novmber 17.—WILLIAMS., 


DRASTIC NEW LABOR LAW. 


Philadelphia, Oct. 31.—One of the most revo- 
lutionary laws that the state of Pennsylvania 
has ever known, goes into effect tomorrow, It 
prohibits the employment of women, with the 
exception of hospital nurses, more than fifty 
four sours a week, or more than six days a 
week. Women under 21 are prohibited working 
after 9 o’clock at night, or before 6 o'clock 
in the morning, with the exception of telefone 
operators 

Actresses, mnder 21 years of age, perform- 
ing after 9 o'clock at night, are required, by 
the law, to quit work. 

Penalties of not less than $10 nor more 
than $50 may be imposed for the first violation 
of the act, and for subsequent offenses, the pen- 
alties are from $25 to $200, imprisonment f 
not more than sixty days, or both at the court’s 
discretion. 


NED WAYBURN’S NARROW ESCAPE. 


London, Oct. 30.—Ned Wayburn, the American 
theatrical producer, fparrowly escaped death 
last night, when two iron bolts hurled from the 
wings struck him on the head and shoulder as 
he was engaged in directing the rehearsal of 
the scenic effects of Are You There? at the 
Prince of Wales Theater. The fysiclans who 
attended him said the producer might have been 
killed if the bolts had struck him on a more 
sensitiv part of the head. He was unconscious 
for some time, 

Mr. Wayburn stated that he prefers to think 
it was an accident, but it may have been the 
result of his order prohibiting drinking in the 
dressing rooms and wings. He said he has had 
to admonish several workers in the wings for 
their drinking habits.

New York, Oct. 29.—Charles Frohman pre- 
sented Etbel Barrymore, at the Empire, last 
evening, in Tante, a four-act comedy by C. 
Haddon Chambers, founded on a novel of the 
Same name by Anne Douglas Sedgwick. The 
Empire is ideal surrounding for this particular 
piece, Patrons of this theater belong to that 
class of human beings referred to by the rest 
of humanity as ‘‘society.’’ The present writer 
knows nothing of his own knowledge about 
everything that ‘“‘society’’ will stand for; but 
the opinion is entered that if ‘‘soclety’’ will 
stand for Tante whatever else it will stand for 
cuts lttle figure, 

Tante as a play, is the last word in super- 
ficial tommy-rot. There is but one buman being 
in the cast and that welcome personage is de- 
nied entry until the play is more than half 
over. Mrs. Talcott, referred to ag ‘Tally,"’ 
and played with faultless excellence by Lizzie 
Hudson Collier, is the one element of natural- 
ness and human interest in the whole proceed- 
ings Otherwise an addition of Tante is the 


best Way we know of to utterly waste a beau- 
tiful autumnal evening. Perhaps, in a bliazard, 
witnessing the play would be preferable to brav- 
ing the storm. ; 

Tante is a superior sort of mother-in-law, 
minus blood relationship, to anybody she comes 
in contact with or influences. Ethel Barry- 
more’s mannerisms, fixt and automatic, serve 
excellently to pass for an idea of Tante 
“‘womanhood.’’ ‘Take the family bhanaxkerchief 
away from an acrobatic act and only ten min- 
utes of possible effort would be ruined; take 
Ethel Barrymore’s kerchief from the grasp of 
her third and little finger, and the auaience as- 
Sembled for an evening’s entertainment would 
bave to be dismissed. 

Give ‘‘society’’ credit; it didn’t lauf muci 
at the cheap sarcasm that passed for wit in the 
lines of the play. But then, again, it may be 
that society applauds loudest in its silent moods. 
In that event Tante was one riot. In an atmo- 
sfere heavy with insincerity, given a groupe 
of people enacting roles as hollow as a bass- 
wood stump and as much a mockery to red- 
blooded humanity as they well could be, there 
Was nothing worthy of praise, 

And on top of all that Mr. Frohman, thru 
his newspaper advertising, bid the ‘‘other 
balf’’ assemble at 8:10 while ‘‘society,”’ know- 
ing the Empire ropes, came sauntering in at 
8:30. at which time the play began. 

The Gods, too, had sent a perfectly beautiful 
evening to Broadway, when one might saunter 
at leisure and get fresh air!—Weemount.

It is a stirring 
melodrama, but there seems to be something 
lacking to make it go over. 

Indian Summer tells a story of love that 
comes late in a man’s life. Whitney, an 
American artist, returns to his own country 
after twenty years in France, where he went 
to avoid a scandal which followed the birth 
of a son to Jane Boutell, a choir singer. Having 
lived down the story, he returns, takes a studio 
at Southampton, L. 1., and paints the portrait 
of Katherine Harvey, a girl who is 20 years 
his junior, and the daughter of two of his old 
friends. Whitney and Katherine fall in love, 
and she breaks her engagement to an assistant 
district attorney. Just at this time Jane Bou- 
tell's boy ig arrested for murder and Whitney 
engages a Soe to take care of him. The 
youngster escapes from jail, goes to Whitney's 
studio, is trapt there and shot by the potice. 
The story then comes out that he was not 
Whitney's gon, but the child of Katherine's 
father, whom Whitney had shiended becaase 
Harvey was married and a clergyman. it is 
then realized by Katherine that her idol is a 
Lero, and the audience is left to believe that 
they will marry. 

Mr. Mason, in the role of Whitney, was ad-

‘Following the hearing before Judge Day yes- 
terday, Attorney-General Hogan announct that 
no attempt would be made to enforce the censor 
law until its constitutionality had been passed 
upon, and that the enforcement date would be 
advanced from November 4 to December 4. 

Advices from Columbus are to the effect that 
the State Industrial Commission and the State 
Moving Picture Censor Board would vigorously 
contest the case.

fees at the time of registration, as follows: 

(a) On film serics of actual life or scenery, 
Bot acted, 1 crown (26.8 cents), plus 50 ore 
(13.4 cents) for every 50 meters (164 feet) 
or part thereof over 100 meters (328 feet). 

(b) On all other series of film, namely, those 
acted, the tax is three times the above. 

(c) When there are eeveral copies of the | 
same series the originall shall pay the full 
fee and the copies half fees. 

The censorship will have Little effect on the 
Christiania cinematograph shows, as the ex- 
pense will be divided by the shows in other 
cities of Norway that rent the films after they 
@re used bere. There are ebout 25 cinemato- 
Graphs tn Christiania, the majority of which 
use American films, which are most popular, 
as well as French, German, Danish, and 
Swedish films.—Dally Consular and ‘rade Re 
perts.

Mr. Nixon and Mr. Zimmerman have 
ized their interests in Germantown by putting 
their theaters inte a partnership arrangement. 
The vandeyil now playing the Orpheum will be 
transferred to the Cvolonial as soon ag it opens, 
and the Orphenw will piay dramatic attractions, 
stock or poyu'ar priced traveling companies, As 
both gentlemen are interested in these two 
houses, it makes no difference to them which 
house plays vaudevil and which plays any other 
<lass or attraction. The same can be said of 
the Grand Opera Hounse and of the Liberty 
Theater. 

Mr. Nixon and Mr, Zimmerman have an ar- 
rangement s'milar to that in Germantown with 
the exception that Mr. Keith will be interesed 
wih Mr. Nixon and Mr. Zimmerman in the 
Grand Opera House.

Spokes in the Wheels 


PARISIAN BEAUTIES. 


(Progressive. ) 
(Reviewed at the Olympic Theater, Cincinnati, 
October 30.) 

The Parisian Beauties, billed ag a ‘‘two-act 
rib-tickler,’’ in which a first-class olio is in- 
troduced between the two burlettas, lived up 
to its billing during its local engagement at the 
Olympic Theater, beginning Sunday, October 
26. The book and original music are by R. M. 
Zinn, but so many changes for the betterment 
have been made that one hardly recognizes any- 
thing but the old familiar setting. Venita Grey, 
a well-known character woman, staged the 
dancing numbers. 

Considered from al] standpoints, the Parisian 
Beauties ig a very good burlesque attraction. 
The scenery is new—costumes are elegant and 
the numbers are put on splendidly. The show 
runs just a trifle too long, but it would be herd 
to determine just where a cut should be made, 
since each number and bit of business, In both 
the opening burletta and closing half are ex- 
ceptionally good. Jack Miller, as Pokey, makes 
a good principal comedian, and is ably as- 
sisted by Bobby Barker, who plays the part of 
Tim. Fred DeSilva, ag the Pasba, is a new 
character to burlesque and is a clever actor. 
Margaret Cushing, prima donna; Lanier DeWolf’ 
soubret, and Helen Weir, a recent graduate 
from the chorus ranks, contribute splendidly to 
the collectiv merit of the attraction. One of 
the hits of the show is a number, in which De- 
Silva and Helen Weir sing Last Night Was The 
Fnd Of The World. Miss Weir has a beautiful 
voice and pleasing manner, to which can be 
attributed the spontaneous and long-continued 
epplause which was given this number. Thru- 
out the action of both parts, 16 changes of 
costume are introduced. A real musical com- 
edy chorus of 20 sprightly and hard-working 
girls makes this offering the peer of any Pro- 
gressive Circuit attractions seen in Cincinnati 
since the opening of the Olympic. 

In the olio, the Four MeNallys, who do ‘‘a 
bit of everything,”’ carry off the prize honors, 
Kennedy and Melrose, who open the specialties, 
and The Barkers, who are ably sustaining their 
billing, Gloom Destroyers, contributed greatly to 
the enjoyment of a well-filled theater. 

Since this company played New York, at 
which time it was reviewed in The Billboard, 
several new numbers have been Introduced, in- 
cluding Last Night Was The End Of The World, 
by DeSilva and Weir, and A Foolish Flirtation, 
with Miller, Barker and De Wolf. The work of 
Mae English. a petite and winsome chorister, 
gives promise of a good future for this young 
ledy. At the finale, Katherine Gegan sings the 
chorus of Here Comes An American, making her 
entrance thru the front of the house. While 
the idea is not new (other shows playing this 
theater having {ntrodnced a similar feature) It 
is commendable, in that, by this idea the anti- 
climax is killed. Denny Mack, a recruit from 
tausical comedy and the legitimate, is manager. 
Mr. Mack brings with him in the management 
of this show, a long experience gained in 
handling some of the biggest shows which ever 
appeared on the American stage. Among other 
notable successes, he managed Three Twins, a 
syndicate production, which several years ago 
was one of the most popular of the big musical 
ecmpanies. In the cast are Jack Miller, Bobby 
Barker, Fred DeSilva, Steve McNally. Walter C. 
Smith, Venita Grey, Margaret Cusning, Lanier 
De Wolfe, Beulah Kennedy. Mildred Adams, 
Katherine Gegan, Fannie Smith, Rose Martin, 
Helen Wetr, Mary Grieves, Edna Cooper, Alice

THE MAY HOWARD Co. 


(Reviewed at Gotham, New York.) 


There Is a whole lot wrong with the May 
Howard Show, but, after all, it is by no 
means as bad as the advnce knockers hve tried 
to make It, and when we remember that it Is 
the result of E. J. Carpenter's first attempt 
at a burlesque production, we are forced to 
admit that he has done well enuf and perhaps 
a deal better than some of the pessimists who 
love to roast could ever have done had they 
been In his place. 

The most apparent faults In the May How- 
ard production, at the Gotham, are due to 
lack of stage management and the evident 
lack of burlesque experience on the part of 
the principals and producers, and there are 
many hitches which could easily be remedied 
without a single change !n the show. The 
show, billed as May Howard and Her Girls 
of All Nations, offers a sort of a musical 
comedy book, which, it is plain to see, has 


been cut and slasht in all directions and as 
it now stands it offers an excellent vehicle, 
which, with proper handling, would get over 
anywhere, Lew and George Pearl and John 
Burns handle the comedy parts with the show, 
and prove their ability as finisht perfomers 
in various ways. They work easily and with- 
out effort and put over several clever bits to 
great advantege, Their chief fault is lack 
of speed as well as lack of knowledge of con- 
ditions in burlesque and this applies to most 
every principal with the show, the whole of 
the work being spoiled by slow entrances and 
draggy work, as well as a woeful lack of at- 
tention to cues, all of which holds the 
speed of the show and transforms what might 
be a snappy entertainment into a slow and fun- 
eralllike proceedings. There is a.strong scene 
in the opening burlesque which gets a thunder 
of applause as well as a big and lasting lanuf. 
This was a bit by Lew Pearl and John Burns, 
and in which Burns gave a wonderful imperson- 
ation of a ventrilopuial knee dummy. This 
chap Burns can sing some and his vocal efforts, 
legitimate and falsetto, were in evidence all 
thru the show. George Hart and Earl Shehan, 
the only other men in the cast, both did nicely 
with small parts, Sheban distinguishing him- 
self in front of a couple of chorus numbers 
and scoring with his light ond airy dancing. A 
tango dance with Shehan and Irene Mears, was 
another well-received feature of the show, as 
was a comedy opera bit by Pearl Brothers and 
Burns, The women principals, headed by the 
popular May Howard herself. is of the ordinary 
standard, none of the women making anything 
like a wonderfn) showing, but all of them doling 
well ennf. May Howard, after an absence of 
several years, returns to the buriesqne stage 
and, to give her credit. makes a splendid show- 
ing. She appears only a few times during the 
show, but her reerption is the proof that 
the great burlesque-loving public has not alto- 
gether forgotten the once brilliant burlesque 
queen. Other lady principals are: Bobby Harris. 
Patricia Mackey, Irene Mears and Pearl Liv- 
ingstone, some of these merely leading num- 
ters. 

There are nombers ennf in the May Howard 
Show, but there {is nothing striking about the 
work set by the producer and the assistance of 
an up-to-date producer is needed badly. The 
girls, too, are a careless bunch and there is 
an evident lack of discipline back of the 
proscenium arch. The wardrobe, too, could 
be better: at least, a couple of changes. There’s 
a salvation number in which the girls march 
thrn the audience, inviting sinners to follow 
them on to the stage. This number may get 
a tig lauf, but it won't help business at the 
Progressiv theeters, which are playing for lady 
audiences, and the sooner it is modified the 
better. Honey Boy, a chorus girl number, led 
by Bobby Harris, is the real number hit of 
the show, and when it is properly handled It Is 
going to go stronger still. Give ’em a bit at 
a time, Bobby, and make ’em ask for more; an 
exit after every chorns and more life and action 
in the chorus work. The numbers as pro- 
grammed are: It Takes a Little Rain With the 
Sunshine, Earl Sheahan and Irene Meara; Whist- 
ling Jim, Bobtie Harris; Yon Made Me Love 
You, Patricia Mackey; Salvation Nell, Pearl 
Livingston and Bonnie Arden; Yon Were All 
I Had and There’s One in a Million, Bobble 
Harris; Grand Finale—The Short Dress Ball, 
May Howard and company; Grand Medley of 
Popular Songs; Floating Down the River, George 
Pearl; Oh, You Wonderful Child, Irene Meara; 
Oh, How She Dances, Bobble Harris; Somebody 
Fise is Crazy About Me, Earl Sheahan; Daisies 
Won't Tell, Earl Sheahan: I Love the Whole 
United States, Patricia Mackey; Honey Boy, 
Bobbie Harris; Maydee, May Howard.

The May Howard Show Is the makings of 
a really excellent burlesque production, but 
there will have to be a deal more speed, a 
stricter attention to cues and more life in the 
business and deportment of the principals as well 
as some changes in equipment and livlier num- 
bers for the chorus. When this ts done and 
when E. J. Carpenter has appointed a stage 
manager who will insist upon real work back 
stage, the show will be aS good as any other 
burlesque attraction on the road.

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Editorial Comment 


Along with other institutions which 
have been undergoing markt changes 
in the past few years, the stage stands 
out prominently an evidence of 
twentieth century metabolism. The 
drama of unalloyed emotion, the ro- 
mantic drama of yesterday, has fallen 
into decadence, and in its place we 
have the drama of the intellectuality. 

The present-day theatrical offering, 
if it is not musical comedy or farce, 
is the drama of social ideas, dividable 


as 


into three classes, e. g., the thesis 
play, the problem play, and _ the 
propagandist play The thesis play 
proves, or tries to prove, a proposi- 
tion; the problem play seeks to ask 


a question, while the propagandist play 
is essentially missionary. They are 
all the outgrowth of some passing 
fase of our present highly artificial 
mode of living 
Modern drama like modern litera- 
ture is transitory, if not efemeral. 
Didactic literature, the vitality and 
appeal of which, is lessened or com- 
pletely nullified when the “‘idea’’ has 
become out of date, or explained, 
makes no pretense of attaining longev- 
ity. The book which today is reck- 
oned as the best of the six best sellers 
will six months, or a year hence, be 
as stale as yesterday's newspaper. The 


same reasoning applies to present- 
day drama, especially those plays 
whose tendency is to substitute for 


the portrayal of elemental! or universal

motivs, a protest against some ex- 
isting evil; a plea for some frivolous 
or an interrogation on some 
efemeral subject. The most success- 
ful of modern plays are shortlived. 
They run a season or two—perhaps 
three—but that ends it. Our dram- 
atists are not writing plays, which five 
or ten years hence may be dug out of 
the storehouse and revived. In this 
scientific age in which we are living 
conditions change so rapidly that the 
ideas and theories and even truths, 


idea, 


which are today in general accept- 
ance, will have been discarded as 
archaic, by the time Mexico elects a 


new president. 

This condition is not to be alto- 
gether despised. While our play- 
wrights may not be writing for poster- 
ity these days, they are assuredly 
giving the public what it wants. We 
are being reminded continually that 
the stage is to entertain, not teach. 
Who can deny the fact that such plays 
as pass their premiere performance, 
are entertaining? A play which can 
please the diversified tastes of an 
American audience need not be 
esthetic, it need not be poetically con- 
ceived, nor is it required to possess 
qualities assuring it a long life. If it 
has punch, grip and virility, it well 
serves its purpose.
